That is the prediction of Warren 
Woolf of Atlanta, of the Per- 
sonnel-Division for the denomination’s 
‘Home Mission Board, 

A mission force of more than 2,200 
is dispersed by the agency through- 
out the United States, Puerto Rico, 
and Panama, Woolf reported. But for 
nearly two years the total has hov- 
ered at 2,200, he observed. 

In March the mission corps was 
reported at 2,229, an increase of only 
seven above last year. This small in- 
crease came despite the fact that oth-

here. 

He is one of two astronauts to land 
on the lunar surface during the Apol- 
lo 15 mission last summer. 

The 42-year-old airman, invited by 
the pastor, Dr. Harold L. Fickett Jr., 
was described by his host as ‘‘one 
who is really turned on to the Savior 
and willing to testify to his faith in 
Jesus Christ.” 


Irwin, a member of the Nassau | 


Bay Baptist Church of Houston, pre- 
sented to the congregation a color 
photograph of the Apollo 15 landing 
team on the surface of the moon. 

He added his ‘personal testimony 
that God was there.”’

Adding to the pressure in enlisting 
mission. workers is the fact that hun- 
dreds of candidates who have applied 
for appointment now cannot be fi- 
nanced, Woolf said. 

Many of these candidates have been 
approved by the agency for appoint- 
ment, and mission spots throughout 
the nation continue to ask for person- 
nel, but funds are not available, he 
observed. 

Woolf said inflation is the major 
culprit. Southern Baptists continue to 
give the agency more money, but 
slight increases in salaries and fringe 
benefits have eaten away at expan- 
sion. The agency budgets $15 million 
a year for its work. 

Arthur B. Rutledge, executive sec- 
retary of the mission board, said dur- 
ing the past two years income has 
increased by approximately 3 per 
cent per year, while operating ‘costs 
have increased by 6 per cent an- 
nually. 

In the area of working with career 
missionaries, Cecil D. Etheredge, the 
board’s secretary of missionary per- 
sonnel, said his staff finds themselves 
having to discourage individuals who 
are completing their seminary train- 


ing —and—wanting—to—serve—in—home — 


missions. 

“The hardest ‘no’ we have to say is 
to the mission interns who have pre- 
pared themselves for years for just 
this type of service,” he said. 

Etheredge said 105 applicants this 
year -asked for appointment to the 
US-2 (a Peace-Corps-type service) 
where college graduates serve for two 
years in the U.S.A, Of these appli- 
cants, 69 were approved, but the mis- 
sion departments came up with funds 
to use only 28. .

Hope For Brief 
Time Of Peace 


“ol itt pOORNE, “Fis.” Give nvan- 


gelist Billy Graham said here that - 


President Nixon’s visit to Communist 
China gave ‘millions of people 
throughout the world -new hope for 
peace’’ for at least a generation. 

In an interview with the newspaper 
Today and in a later broadcast, the 
evangelist said that “seemingly more 
was accomplished than most people 
dreamed possible.”’ 

_“The Bible teaches that. ultimately 
there’s not going to be permanent 
world peace, Mr. Graham said, ‘‘but 
it is possible we could have a genera- 
tion of peace. There’s nothing in the 
Bible to prevent us from having a 
generation of peace.”’ 

With regard to the atheistic nature 
of the Communist Chinese govern- 
ment, Mr. Graham said, ‘“‘God dealt 
with nations that weren’t Christian 
and used these nations in strange and 
various ways — sometimes to bring 
judgment on his own people... . 

“We have weapons that can Uestroy 
the human race in a matter of a few 
minutes. And we have to see if there 
‘is some accommodation we _ can 
reach to save the world from just 
blowing up.”’ , 

The evangelist added that the Unit- 
ed States ‘‘can’t claim to be a Chris-

With the board having more than 
2,500 missionaries under appointment, 
and doing work in 75 different nations 
around the earth, it is questionable 
whether any other mission agency even 

- begins to approach this size. The num- © 
ber of appointees does not include the 
large number of native workers in 
churches around the world, many of. 
whom receive partial or even total sup- 
port from Southern Baptists. 

During the year 1969 the Foreign Mis- 
sion Board appointed 261 missionaries. 
- A national missions leader of another 
denomination stated that this is the 
largest known number of missionaries, 
ever sent ‘out in a single year by any 
denomination.

Perhaps you have noted a difference 
in the terminology used in speaking of 
demoninations. Southern Baptists are 
spoken of as a Convention, but never 
as a “Church” when the entire conven- 
tion is being considered. 

This is not true concerning other 
groups, such as Methodists, Presbyteri- 
ans, Lutherans, Catholics or Episcopal- 
ians. It is the United Methodist Church, 
the Presbyterian Church; the Roman 
Catholic Church, etc. 

What is the difference? Are not these 

_denominations, even as Southern Ba 
tists are, a denomination? Eviden y 
the difference for the terminology, is 
the difference in the concept of what-a . 
church is. To the Baptist a New Testa- 
ment church is a local ay | of baptized 
believers and he never thinks of his 
denomination as a church. Others, evi- 
dently consider that the groups of local 
Congregations also form a church.’ 

There also is a difference in church 
government for Baptists recognize the 
independence and autonomy of each lo- 
cal church, while the other groups, to 
a more or less degree, have governing 
bodies with control over the local 
churches. ’ 

It is because of this difference in con- 
cept of what a church is, and also of 
church government, that we have read . 
with _a.great-deal_of interest,.concern-_ 
ing two proposals which are to be 
brought before the American Baptist 
Convention in Denver in May. 

First, there is to be a committee rec- 
ommendation that the name of the con- 
vention be changed to, ‘American Bap- 
tist Churches.”’ Then, there is te be a 
recommendation, apparently from the

EDITORIAL 


During its 127 year history the board 
has commissioned a total of 4,427 mis- 
sionaries, more than half of whom are 
under appointment at the present time. 

While these figures could be looked 
upon with justifiable pride by Southern 
Baptists, they. actually should bring 
humble thanksgiving and praise to God 
that He has given our denomination a 
missionary spirit, and enabled us to 
share in such a mighty world: program. 

The budget of the Forei ission 
Board for 1972 is over ,000,000. 
More than $17,000,000 of that comes 
through the Cooperative Program, 
while an additional approximately $16,- 
000,000 comes through the Lottie 
Moon Christmas Offering. This latter 
offering is one of the largest, if not 
the largest, foreign mission offering 
made by any group. The remaining 
part of the budget comes from desig- 
nated gifts, interest from trust funds, 
etc. 

- ” Although this is a tremendous-budget; 

the board needs and could immediate- 
ly use far more. In almyost every mis- 
Sion field where the board’s mission- 
aries are working, there are needs 
which cannot. be met, and there are 
new fields which are open, but can- 
not be entered because of lack of funds 
and personnel. 

We well remember the time right 
after World War II when the board had 
700 missionaries under appointment, 
and the convention was challenged to 
look to the day when there. would be 
1700 Southern Baptist foreign mission- 
aries at work. That goal was reached 
and passed, and now the projected goal 
is 5,000 missionaries supported” by our 
churches. We believe that this goal will 
be reached in the not too far distant. 
future, and every Southern Baptist 
should pray for its achievement. 

Perhaps no mission board anywhere 
is more careful in its selection of those 
who are to be appointed for missionary 
service, and no board takes more se- 
riously its responsibility for supporting 
and working with those missionaries. 
The board, and with it,-Southern Bap-

It 
may be denied that this is the intent, 
but to put “policy - determining func- 
tions” in the hands of a single “‘legis- 
lative’ body, with. “responsibility for 
giving direction to American Baptist 
churches,’’ hardly has been the Baptist 
form of denominational government. It 
certainly is a step toward the denomi- 
national -eontrol-which is found-in some 
other groups.

“As incdme iticreases, people 
show an increased. preference for services, 
such as education- and health services, as 
compared with manufactured goods,” the re- 
port said. These expanded service industries 
would lead to new jobs and a demand for 
more highly trained workers. This situation 
inr@turn would’ create a demand for more 
schooling so that education would be contin-

On Palm Sunday, Norman and Mar 
tha Lytle and their three children 
walked over the brow of the hill be- 
hind their home and down the nar- 
row road to Bethany. Then with hun- 
dreds of. other pilgrims they re- 


traced Jesus’ Palm Sunday ride from’ 


Bethany over the Mount of Olives to 
Jerusalem. When they reached the 
crest of the mountain, they saw the 
old city in dawn’s light — just as 
they see it every morning of the year. 

The Lytles live on a part’ of the 
Mount of Olives very close to where 
Jesus must have been when he be- 
held the Holy City’s first century sky- 
line as’ he journeyed--from-.nearby 
Bethany. Each morning the ‘sun ris- 
ing .from behind the Mount of Olives 
falls on the. gleaming domes and 
spires of the ancient city to greet the 
Lytles: 

The house itself was built over a 
100 years ago of heavy limestone 
with domed roofs and floors of Da- 
mascus tile. Heat, courtesy of kero- 
sene, is carried from room to room. 

For years the house was owned by 
a doctor who hoped to establish a 
study center there. He leased it to 


Southern Baptist missionaries Bob 
and Eddie Fields for four years. When 
the Fieldses returned to the State the 
Lytles took up the remainder of the 
lease. 

The old house was under Jordanian 
control until the Six Day War. It suff- 
ered no damage in the battles that 
saw the Israelis occupy old Jeéru- 
salem and the Judean hills all the 
way to the Jordan. A heavy concrete 
machine -gun implacement still occu- 


pies the lower portion of the front’ ~ 


yard. 

Norman Lytle directs the Baptist 
Student Center adjacent to the old 
Mandelbaum Gate. He finds deep 
meaning in the realization that his 
home is located on the sacred moun- 
tain from which, Christian tradition 
says, Jesus ascended into heaven 
after giving the Great Commission 
which brought the Lytles to Israel. 

From a sitting room window Beth- 
lehem can be seen to the south. Be- 
low the majestic pines in the front 
yard of the home stretches the Kidron 


Valley, and the ancient olive trees of- 


Gethsemane are clearly visible. It is 
no wonder Palm Sunday is so special 
to the Lytles.
